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The Habit of Thrift 



When I was a child, I received, 
in common witii the oliiidreD of my 
nni^lihorhood and ray time, h 
tliorou^li, not to say diaslic, reli- 
Kious training. The memory of the 
long, hot summer Sundays still lin- 
gers in my mind — the only summer 
days when we wore shoes. At lialf 
pnstnioe o'clock we went to Sunday 
school, and from half past ten to 
twelve, or sometimes half past 
twelve, we listend to a soctaiian 
sermon, in the course of which liie 
pastor gave detailed descriptions of 
heaven and hell, in such wise that 
both of them seemed, to my youth- 
ful mind, most unattractive and 
undesirable. After the sermon we 
had a basket luncheon in the church, 
another long sermon followwi, and 
at last in the late afternoon we made 
our escape and hurried home. 
What bliss to pull off our shoes 
and rest our fevered feet oii the 
cool greensward, and to know that 
six delightful days were stretching 
out before us before another Sunday 
came I 

The day school of that time was 
almost as unattractive as the Sunday 
school to the ordinary boy. Yet 
with all rememberred discomforts 
bow fondly I recollect those days of 
long agol My father's home was 
directly under the dome of the sky, 
and the sky touched the earth just 
beyond the boundaries of his farm. 
I thonght my father a wise man 
to have chosen the center of the 
universe for his honae. That was 
my world. 

The horizon has widened with the 
years, yet as I look back it seems 
that the world contained more then 
than it contains now, for what was 
lacking in actuality I supplied by 
an nntrarameled imagination. The 
training of youth has changed for 
the better since then, and our best 
American resource — the Itoys and 
girls— is being better conserved in 
these days. The children of the 
last twenty five years have received 
a more practical education than the 
children of my youth and have been 
better prepared to cope with the 
world. 

But with the war came the 
supreme test of our whole system 
of education, society and govern 
ment revealing many defects. Out 
bappy condition of plenty and ease is 
changed, and the old order has 
gone, never to return. Those who 
have l>een wastrels, who have drift- 
ed with the current, profiting by 
the thrift uf others, themselves in 
capacitated for real use, whether 
rich or poor, are now shown as un- 
desirable citizens. There came a 
sudden demand for every man and 
woman to contribute something in 
cash or in work toward the main- 
tenance of our nation and winninf; 
of the war. Then the value of 
training, of frugality and thiift, 
was revealed in all its wholesomo- 
ness. 

In the last fifty years wealth had 
■o vastly increased in this country 
that we had drifted far from the 
frugal habits of our pioneer an 
cestors. Wo have been the most 
extravagant people in the world. 
This great upheaval of war Is de»- 
tined to bring us back to the fun- 
damental viitues of our races. If 
is no easy thing to change the care- 
less habits of a lifetime, but the in- 
herent strength of one people bus 
asserted itself, and will l)e equal to 
preserving what we with our allies 
have won. It was our boys who in 
the nick of time turned the tide. 
It is on them and on the Iwys and 
girls at home that the future of 
Ameiica depends. 

A great historian unoe said that 
*• civilization never reached its 
highest state where the banana 
grows." A rigorous climate and 
the straggle for existence in the 
making of our people. They im 
plHnt«-d in our race the rugged 
virtues on which character depends. 

Aristotle says that profligacy is 
not virtue, parsimony is not vir- 
tue. Then where is virtue to be 
found f Somewhere 1)eiween, he 
says, the golden mean ; but in the 
lait flfty years we Americans have 
been nearer to profligacy than to 
parsimony. How different would 
be the inevitable old age, which can- 
oot be stayed, If thrift weie as na- 
tural and as easy to practice as un- 
thrlf}, virtue as vice 1 To save 
hard earned money, to forego im- 
mediate pleasuron, in order to 
provide comforts for the proverbial 



rainy day, is hard but necessary 
discipline for youth to undergo. 

Although we are -a commercial 
people familiar with the u.'^ages of 
business, we make slight applica- 
tion of even olomentaiy business 
principles in our household and 
individual affairs. Every modern 
l)usiness organization looks ahead 
and provides as well a.s it can for 
its future; it has its sinking fund, 
itssuiplus or reserve account, to 
provitle for the payment, of debts 
and to equalize the ups and down.>« 
of cjinmorcial life. What those 
safeguards are in a well-managed 
business, the savings-bank ticcount, 
the prudent investment, the 
insuiance policy, should be to the 
household or to the individual 
protection against the contingencies 
of life. SioknesM, unemployment, 
building a home, educating oliildien 
and eslablisliing them in life, old 
Hge and death, present a luullitudo 
of certain and uncertain demands 
and opportunities to every one of us. 
Yet we kliow that aiiTong Ameri- 
cans systematic saving is the exoep 
tion rather than the rule. By far 
the greater number of wage earners 
spend Hie whole of their earnings, 
and now their earnings are greatei 
and their savings less than in le.ss 
favoral>le j'ears. Improvidence 
creates the necessity for [)ulilicHn(l 
private charily; it opens a Hold for 
the pawnshop and the loan "shark ;" 
It breeds anxiety and distress, crime 
and punishment. The habit of 
thrift is not l)orn in us. A dog will 
l)ury a bone for tomorrow, and a 
squirrel will store food for the 
winter, but a child has to be taught 
to put something by for the time of 
need. It is easier to live and spend 
in the present than save for the 
future. Yet in the long run the 
great majority of us will learn that 
a contented life and old age free 
from anxiety depends on economy 
and saving during the earning years 
which pass all toofiuickly. 

The two commonest enemies of 
thrift are carlossness in personal ex- 
penditures, waste in the household 
Dr. Wiley estimates that one third 
of our food is wasted. There are 
few American househohls in which 
high ofHciency and economy would 
not save money and effort withoiit 
in the least hurling the tal>le. The 
wife may not earn money, l^ut she 
has al>undant opportunity to save 
it. The war has had a most 
salutiiryeffi'Ct in making us save fi ol 
although, even without war, we 
should soon have experienced that 
necessity. Especially here in 
America, where we have not only 
spent with lavi.sh hands our own 
generous heritage, l»ut have over 
drawn the sccount and trespas.sed 
on that of future generations, we 
with our new vision will find satis- 
faction in self denial in order to 
give food to starving millions in 
other countries. 

Keep an accurate record of ex- 
penses; the account book is the foe 
of extravagance. Put your money 
into the bank; it will last longer 
there and go farther than it will 
when you keep it in your pocket. 
Get into the habit of making vonr 
savings deposits rej;nlarly when you 
get your pay envelope or your divi 
dend,and make up your mind to live 
on the remainder. Help yourself 
by the practice of thrift and you 
help youi country. 

Make a careful esiimate of your 
income; then make a budget of your 
expenditures. For convenience, 
the family expenditures may be 
grouped under several.headings. 

The girl and th(> boy of high hcIiooI 
ago should be learning tlie vnlue 
of money by handling money. A 
regular allowance should provide 
not only for the so called spending 
of pocket money, but for s-ivings 
and for necessary school books ainl 
clothing. HHl>its of oaie and 
thought in spending and saving 
should be formed as a part of a 
child's early education. For more 
than thirty years I have been con 
nected with the Society for Savings 
in Cleveland, a mutual savings bank 
founded in 1849, which nyw has 
nearly n. hundred thousand 

depositors and about seventy 
million dollars in deposit* and sur- 
plus. There I have a chance to 
watch the growth of habit and the 
effect of it on <lepo8itors and \\n\ 
coiiiiniinlty. I iiave seen nuiny 
boys and girls lay the foundations 
of Huauoial indepomlence by iho 
savings accounts in which they laid 



aside regularly a part of their earn- 
ings. 

Mutual banks are in a sense al- 
truLstic. They are not formed for 
proUt Itut to cncouiage thrift and 
savings. There are six hundred 
and thirty of such mutual savings 
banks in the United States, and 
some of ihem are more than a hun- 
dred years old. Their aggregate 
deposits are more than four billions 
of dollars — nearly two thirds of the 
savings deposits of theconntiy — and 
represent the nccounts of eiglit and 
a half million depositors Millions 
of these accounts i)elong to boys 
and girts. 

Tlie sayings bank serves more 
than its depositors; it serves the 
community and the country. Scat- 
tered dollars can sccomplish little, 
l)ul if gathered into a common funil 
lliey grow in power. It is like the 
or(.>auiz!iiion of a city fire depart- 
ment: if every man iiad a water 
tank in his dwelling for fire piotec- 
tion, he might be able to put out a 
small tire in Ids hoiH(>; liut if the 
water in all the tanks is collected 
into one great reservoir, cheaper 
and better projection can be given 
to the whole city. So the construc- 
tive force of the people's savings 
gathered into the savings banks a.s 
the waters of little streams are 
gathered into mighty reservoirs and 
poured out ugain through many 
cliannelH to earn for th(> depositor 
by building the house.s, factories, 
railways snd steamships that are 
the visilde evidence of the country's 
wealth, is beyond comprehension. 
That force has been out mightiest 
wespon of offense and defense in 
the war. Millions of the savings of 
l)oys and girls boniiht thrift stamps 
Hiid Lilierly bonds. 

Tlie siiviiigs account is a living, 
working force in the community 
and the nation. It works not ouly 
for its owner, but for the multitude; 
but its Qrst aim is its most beneflcent 
one — to protect individuals and the 
family as a I)nsine8s house is protect 
by its surplus, its reserve, its sink- 
ing fund. The habit of thrift that 
the .savings account encourages is 
one of the first and highest virtues, 
the foundation of character, the 
beginning of a successful career. 
The advice Ihali Beniamin Franklin 
giive the young men of his genera- 
tion come down to us through more 
than a hundied years with added 
force today, when a distressed and 
war- wasted world has special need 
to husband its resources, 

"Save, young man, and become 
respectable and re.sp^cted. It is the 
surest way. If you would be 
wealthy think of saving as well as 
of getting. The way to wealth 
is as plain as the way to maiket ; 
it chiefly depends on two word.s — 
industry and frugality." — T/ie 
YouJli's Companion,

Abroad 



Private W. II. Aslle, who recent- 
ly returned with the Second Divi- 
sion of (lie regular United Slates 
Army, lell.s n Ntory of how a group 
of one hundred foimei scouts, who 
had gone In together from Ulster 
County, New York, found their 
scout Iraininu of great value in 
their work an .soldinrs. 

When the war broke out a tele- 
graph mess ge was sent from King- 
ston, New York, to all the scout 
tioop.sin UI.Mier County asking if 
boys over seventeen would enlist. 
There were just an even one liun- 
dreil that respomled, and they 
marched together to the recruiting 
oflice. 

Because of their Scout IrainiiiK 
they were assigned to the medical 
and sanitary and "signaling corps. 
These boys were in the gieal battles 
at Soisrsous, Chateau-Thietry, San 
Mihiel, (-tiampaguH and Argonno- 
Meuse. 

Therefore it was not all the one 
hundred that returned to march on 
Broadway with theit division. Sev- 
enty-fivK) lie buried in the soil of 
France. Marching sixteen abreast 
in one line and nine in the preced- 
ing line were the twenty- Ave scouts 
that were left alive. 

Private Astle was a second class 
scout of Troop No. 6 in Kingston 
when he enlisted. He returned 
wearing the Croix <le Guerre, which 
had been pinned on him by General 
Petiiin. There were also stars 
showing two citations for bravery 
in addition. 

When asked what was the most 



trying experience of the whole time 
that he was abroad, he said that 
the most disconcerting one was 
when the medal was pinned on and 
General Petain swept his cheeks 
with his long mustacfaois as he im- 
planted a caress on both sides of 
the soldier scout's face. 



FLU. 

Wheu science starts out to find 
the cause and cure of a disease it 
exhausts every theory l)y experi 
ment until the right one is found. 
And some of these experiments are 
on the vaguest possible suggestion. 

Now, while we are awaiting con- 
gress to' make the proper appropiia- 
liou that science may determine th"^ 
cause and prevention of flu, let us, 
everyone of us, try a little ex 
periment of our own. 

Let us tty to help ourselves. 
This experiment will involve no 
danger, no iesearch, uo expense, no 
appropriation. 

It is not knowrr, of course, that 
we will have another epidemic next 
winter, liut — 

Our experience with it last win- 
ter in suffering and death is enough 
to lead us to every precaution. 
While many suffered, many died — 
far more than our losses in the late 
war — and all were exposed to the 
disease, yet it is clear that most 
persons, a very largo majority, 
remained in a noimal state ol 
health throughout the epidemic. 

If this is true then there must l)e 
a reason why these did not suffer 
the disease. The reason, no doubt, 
i.s in the fact that those who did not 
succumb were in a general state of 
health high enough to resist the 
disease germs. 

Let us, everyone of us, begin now 
to improve our general health in 
order to resist the geims in the 
event of a recurrence of the flu 
epidemic next winter. 

Let us sleep with the windows 
open. 

Drink a glass of water for every 
waking hour. 

Eat less of concentrated foods aud 
more of fiuits aud vegetables, and 
keep just a Utile on the hungry side 
of our appetites. 

Keep clean inside and oat. 

While the relief for constipation 
is in the drugstore, its preventiou 
and cure is in the orchard aud 
garden. 

Let us at least walk a part way to 
and from work, and keep in the 
open on Sundays. 

Piaclice deep breathing in the 
open. 

Do not read thesymptomsof flu — 
leave this to the doctors. 

Let us not get frightened at the 
first of those symptoms which we 
may happen to know. 

The fear of the disease weakens 
the resistance to the disease — any 
doctor will tell us this. 

Let us not get angry nor enter- 
tain resentment toward anyone ; 
for auger and hate create poisonous 
toxins in the body and tend to low- 
ering of the general health. 

Some of these suggestions may be 
foolish, but as stated in the begin- 
niirg some of the experiments of sci - 
ence may beou the vaguest possible 
theory. Anyhow, we think that the 
medical jirofession will approve of 
most of these suggestions as a mat- 
ter of general principle. 

Health or disease is a matter of 
battle l)etween the good get ms and 
bad germs in the body, aud let us 
create and build up good uerms for 
a possible battle with flu germs 
next winter. 



The"mverof Silver." 

It is but natural foi brevity that 
the great river called the Rio de la 
I'lata by the Spanish has now 
become the river Plate on many 
maps and also thus spoken of by 
travelers. 

Apparently lire "River of Silver," 
which was the Spanish meaning for 
Rio de la Plata, was misnamed, for 
no silver rewarded the treasure 
hungry Spaniards when they came 
to seek the fabled liches of South 
America. The liope of finding the 
precious metal, however, was ex- 
pressed in the name given by its 
pioneers. 

The liver Plate rolls its hundred 
mile-wide flood between Montevideo 
and Buenos Aires. It is not a pretty 
river aud its sluggish watera repre- 



sent the drainage of half the con- 
tinent of South America by the 
great rivers of the Parana and 
Uruguay, which flood the Plate 
with their tawny currents, some- 
times j'ellow and sometimes even 
red. 

As the river is shallow, ships of 
deep draft mast follow a channel 
dredged in the level bed. Before 
the channel was cut, lai'ire steamers 
were obliged to anchor ten miles 
from shore, sending their passengers 
and freight to Buenos Aires by 
lighters, but to-day the city has 
made herself of the first rank as a 
seaport l)y making a line of (Jocks 
and hasius which extend for over 
six miles along the water front.

A Ourtous Weather-Vane 

One of the cherished landmarks 
of Revolutionary times is the old 
Faneuil Hall in Boston, and it bears 
a peculiar identification in the form 
of a large grasshopper for a wea- 
ther-vane. 

The nuusual vane was designed 
and placed upon the spire of the 
hall tower by a coppersmith named 
Drowne, who hammered it out l)y 
hand. The grasshopper is made of 
copper and is about five and a half 
feet long, and it has withstood two 
fires as well the t^fTecf .if tli.> «ind 
aud sun, 

A fresh coat ul' gill i.i ,nn.in-u oc 
casionally and its feelers and legs 
have been mended, but it is yet on 
duty and faithfully performs its 
work. 

The original building was liegun 
iu 1740 and erected by P»»ter Fane- 
uil, who presented it to the town, 
Preceding the Revolutiouary War 
it was so often used for political 
meetings that it become known as 
the " Cradle of American Liberty," 
Meetings are still li«ild in this his- 
toric building and the basement is 
now i)>iim1 for a pulilic market.

five yean? of age, with little Rem- 
blance of education, the papils 
are generally well edacated when 
they reach twenty and leave the 
school, not alone with an eleraentary 
school education, but a vocation 
which makes them self supporting 
in later years. 

Statistics compiled at the insti 
tntion go to show that less than 
three per cent of the graduaten are 
unable to support themselven, and 
that in most casen inability to make 
their living is caused by some other 
physical disability. 

A small percentage of the students 
enter the Gallandet College at 
Washington, D. C, generally quali- 
fying as teachers. 

It iH commonly accepted that the 
mental age of the deaf child is three 
years behind that of the hearing 
child, but no snch difference is 
found when deHling with the ele- 
ment of play. The affected child is 
far the superior of the hearing child 
of H like age. 

' In speaking of the adaptability 
of the deaf and dnmb child. Colonel 
Isaac B. Gardner, the Principal of 
the institute, said : " Children enter 
the institution severely handicap- 
ped, owing to their youth and in- 
experience. In fact, they are not 
familiar with the silent code of 
understanding which requires years 
of study, yet where they have 
thoroughly familiarized themselves 
and digested the system, they show a 
marked degree of intelligence in 
certain channels superior to the 
normal human being." 

The making of shirts waists and 
the dressmaking studies that many 
of the girls adopt, serves as an easy 
and pleasant way for them to earn 
their living after leaving the 
institute. The skill of the 
graduates is well known thronghout 
the country, and as a result of this 
knowledge they are scarcely ever 
without commissions. 

There is much intermarrying 
among the graduates who settle 
into the industrial world, raising in 
many instances large families. 
Among the offspring of such mar- 
riages statistics show that in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred the 
children are absolutely normal. 

A Military course features the 
training among the boys, which 
gives them physical poise so much 
lacking when they enter the 
institution, having a material effect 
and also increasine their confidence. 
The semi annual competitive 
military drill for company supre- 
macy and the right to bear the colors 
of the institution was so closely con- 
tested that Major Dayton, U. S. A , 
of the State Board of Hklilitary Train- 
ing for Boys, and his staff, who act- 
ed as jodges, said later tbey were 
forced to split hairs in adjudging 
Company A the winner. 

Twice a year the institution holds 
competitive drilling, in which the 
boys individnally, and formed in 
their respective companies, strive 
for company honors and prizes. 

The regulation army drill and the 
manual of arms have heen adopted 
by the institution, whereby each 
company commander issaes bis 
orders in the mute code, and regu- 
lar army staff ofBcers who have just 
returned from duty overseas and 
who acted as Judges In rendering a 
decision, remarked that their drill- 
ing was the eqnal of normal well- 
trained soldiers. 

After hours of snappy drilling on 
the spacious drill ground of the in- 
Rtitation the different compaDies, 
consisting of forty men each, re- 
paired to the gymuasinm, where the 
Principal, Mr. Gardner, interpreted 
to them the decision rendered by 
the army ofBcials, which met with a 
storm of approval and protests from 
the embryo s^jidier students. 

The drill master of the institution. 
Major William 11. Van Tassell, 
intrf^Kluced the regular military 
drill a few years ago, which had up 
till that time never been attempted 
in any deaf and dumb scbrK>l, in- 
volving orders issued by a company 
leader using the silent code, wear- 
ing a white glove on his right hand, 
held high above his bend, with an 
allowance of a few seconds to elafwe 
for concentration, then the leaders' 
arm f<< lirought down in front of 
him, bitting his side, giving the 
command for the ezecntion of the 
previously irnaed order.
